On  Sunday  Rov»«*«r  ?•■,  1963  at  Utl5  an  Captain  Frits,  Lt.  R.  £.  Swain, 

Oat.  J.  R.  L* avails , Oat.  0.  c.  Ora  an*  and  wyaelf  aaaertad  Oawald  froa  Captain 
Fslpta's  of  flea  te  the  Jail  elevator.  Oat.  laanalla  had  been  handcuffed  to 
Oawald.  Ratrolmn  C.  3.  Lewis,  Jr.,  was  the  el* eater  operator  as  wa  aarrlad 
Oawald  down  from  the  3rd  floor  of  the  city  hall  to  the  haaanant.  When  we  got 
off  of  the  else* tor  In  the  be assent,  Lt.  R.  K.  -wain  walked  out  in  front  of 
Captain  Frits.  Let.  ^ea voile  waa  to  Omald'a  right  and  Cat.  Oravos  was  to 
Oswald's  left,  and  I waa  in  bask  of  Oawald  about  three  feet  aa  wa  approaohad 
the  door  loading  frow  tha  baaawant  and  Jail  off loo.  Captain  Frits  told  us  to 

atop,  that  he  waa  going  to  shook  cno  aero  tins.  Tho  oaptain  said,  "All  right, 
cons  an.*  W*  walked  out  of  the  door  leading  from  tha  bosanant  Jail  office  to 
the  raaip  where  the  Mrs  eons  down  into  tha  haaeawnt.  Wa  had  to  step  approximately 
flea  feet  fron  the  driveway  of  tho  reap  heeausa  tha  ear  waa  not  in  position. 

Whan  wa  stopped  T saw  a blur  of  aoaethlng  and  heard  a *ot.  I want  around 
Pot.  Craves  and  grabbed  Jaok  Ruby  by  tha  head.  At  tha  tins  X grabbed  Ruby  by 
tho  head  he  waa  being  held  by  V'.  J.  Harrison,  T.  P.  KeKlllen,  R.  L.  Lowery  and 
W.  J.  Cutrtiaw.  We  forced  Ruby  to  tho  ground  and  a cheek  waa  wade  for  tho 
weapon.  We  then  stored  Ruby  into  tho  baaonent  Jail  offtee  and  put  bln  back  on 
tha  floor  being  held  down  by  the  sen*  officer*.  While  being  held  down  on  the 
floor  of  the  baaonent  Jail  office,  Ruby  said,  "I  hope  X killed  the  aen-of-a- 
t£Csh.*  I asked  Chief  Batchelor  if  we  had  better  get  Ruby  on  the  elevator 
and  gat  hi*  up  into  tho  Jail.  Chief  Batchelor  said  yea,  and  Ruby  waa  taken  to 
the  elevator.  I then  wont  to  where  Oswald  was  lying  on  the  Jail  office  floor. 

A doctor  waa  applying  artificial  respiration,  tho  anbulaaee  people  arrived 
and  loaded  Oswald  on  the  cot,  and  I wont  with  the  cot  to  tha  aabulanoa. 
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I than  joined  Captain  Frita,  Detective  E.  K.  Book  and  C.  V..  Brown  in  their 
oar  and  want  with  thesi  to  Parkland  Manorial  Hospital,  $201  Harry  Hina a Plod. 

Opon  our  arrival  at  tha  hospital  I waa  told  by  Captain  Frit*  to  guard  tha  aaat 
and  of  the  ball  of  tbe  ”«argency  Boon.  Oswald  was  taken  to  tba  operating 
room  and  I than  norad  up  to  tba  fir  at  floor  nain  antranca  to  balp  maintain 
security.  I was  than  raliarad  and  ra turned  to  tba  outside  snt ranee  of  tba  Emer- 
gency Boon  wbore  T joined  Captain  Frits  and  Cat.  *.  R.  Back,  and  wa  all  throe 
returned  to  tba  <4ty  ball  to  our  offlea.  I answered  the  telephone  and  stood 
by  for  further  orders.  At  3*25  pa>  on  Sunday  loranbsr  2J,  1963  Cots.  E.  L.  Boyd, 
V.  1.  Hall  and  ayself  ware  told  by  Cat*aln  Frlta  to  gat  Ruby  out  of  jail  and 
bring  Huby  to  Captain  Frits1 s offlea.  Wa  checked  Ruby  out  of  the  jail  end 
brought  bin  to  Captain  Frits’ a offlea. 

I than  answered  the  tala phone  and  stood  by  for  further  orders.  I waa  told 
by  Lt.  walls  to  Intorrlow  a Bill  DaKar  (ataga  naaa)trua  nun,  WllUaa  Delano 
Crowe,  Jr.  I interviewed  this  parson  and  found  hla  to  bo  tho  waator  of 
ooreaonles  at  tba  Carousal  Club.  Tha  orar-all  content  of  tha  Interview  waa 
tha  faot  that  this  parson  was  broke  and  tbat  Ruby  was  suppoeed  to  pay  hlw.  Ha 
did  also  state  thet  be  thought  Oawald  was  in  the  Carousal  Club  on  Hoveafeer  20, 
1963-Wednoaday.  Ca^ar  aald  ba  oould  not  ba  daflnita  about  this  tut  he  fait  it 
was  uswald.  This  person  wss  released  without  an  affidavit  taken.  X then  stood 
by  for  further  orders  and  answered  the  telephone. 

At  10 1 ?0  pm  Sunday,  Hoveaber  21i,  1963  I was  told  by  Captain  Frit*  to  go  home 
and  return  at  BiOO  aw  Wovaaher  25,  1963.
